Mr. Baedeker’s new guide recalls 
an earlier edition half a century

HE irrepressible Baede- 

ker is back on the 
scene. The first Guide to 
London since before the 
war has just been publish- 
ed. It is thinner with the 
passing years, but there is 
still all that old zeal for 
wringing the last drop of 
history from every square 
foot of pavement. 


I talked to Otto Baedeker 
about it. Stocky, blond- 
moustached, 25 years old, 
he is the great-grandson of 
Karl Baedeker, who brought 
out the original guide in 
Coblenz in 1829. 


He now sits amid towering 
rows of books in publisher Sir 
Stanley Unwin’s office in Museum 
Street, Bloomsbury. He handles 
the London end of the family 
business while cousin Karl is 
busy travelling in Germany 
revising editions over there.

An 8th Army — spokesman 
identified as South Koreans 
treops who since Dec. 28 have 
been fighting to get back ground 
the Chinese took from them 
near Panmunjom, the armistice 
talks site.

Tokyo, Jan, 9. 

The enemy's already badly 
battered rail supply complex in 
northwest Korea 
crippled Jast night by US Air 
Force’ medium bombers of the 
Japan-baseg 98th Bomb Wing, 
as warplanes of the Far East Air 
Forces on Tuesday mounted 880 
sorties. 

Eight of the B-29 Superforts 
dropped 80 tons of 600-pound 
high explosives on the rail mar- 
shalling yards at Kunuri, which 
is a vital link on one of the 
main lines leading from Man- 
churia to the battlefront areas. 
The bombers dropped their 
loads by radar aiming techni- 
ques and were noi challenged 
by enemy ground fire or fighters. 

Three other Superforts flew in 
close air support of UN frontline 
forces’ dropping  air-bursting 
explosives on troop concentra- 
tions. All the bombers returned 
safely. 

Evaluated reports showed good 
results during Monday night’s 
B-~29 strike against the Sinanju 
bypass rail bridge by the 307th 
Bomb Wing. 

Corporal Thyas E. McDaniel 
Jr, of Orangeburg, South 
Caroline, a gunner on one of the 
Superforts said, “The first bomb 
lighted the entire area and after 
It exploded I could see the rest 
of our bombs hit. Our entire 
load seemed to be concentrated 
on the south’ approach to the 
bridge although one bomb mush- 
roomed about the middie.” 

Fighter bombers yesterday 
cratered the main rail lines in 
northwest Korea , knocking .out 
rolling stock and blasting three 
tunnels.
